ABANDONS ORIENTAL EXPEDITION 


Prof. Starr of Chicago U. Lost Pa- 
pers and Moncey in Quake. 
By the Associated Press. 

CHICAGO, Oct. 11.—Prof. Fred- 
erick Starr. for 30 years head of the 
Depertment of Anthropology at the 
University of Chicago, who was in 
Tokio at the time of the Japanese 
earthauake, lost his papers, includ- 
ing his research notes, and his mon- 
ey in the disaster, according to a 
copyrighted article published today 
in the Daily Maroon at the Univer- 
sity of Chicago. As a result of his 
losses. Prof. Starr has abandoned 
his Oriental expedition and is re- 
turning to the United States. He 
expects to spend a year in Seattle. 

Prof. Starr, in a letter, described 
the earthquake and fire as the great- 
est disaster in history. 

He and his interpreter were on 
the third floor of his hotel when 


the quake came at noon Sept. 1, he | 


wrote aboard the steamship Presi- 
dent Grant. and they did not expect 
to escap® with their lives. When ther 
shaking ceased, he wrote, they fled 


to Shiba Park with thousands of | 
natives and camped out for the 
night. At 10 p. m., they egain fled 


to Zoirii Temple, where they were 
recognized and taken by the priests 
to their rooms. At 3 a. m. they 
acain ‘were aroused and this time 
were taken to the innermost part 
of the temple, where they remained 
until morning.

DECLARES WHEAT 
PRICE FIXING WOULD 
CAUSE MONOPOLY 


A — 


Head of Transportation Insti- 
tute Urges Co-operative 
Marketing and Diversified 
Farming, Instead. 


By the Associated .Pregs. 
> TULSA, Ok., Oct. 11.—If the Gov- 
ernment fixes the price of wheat, it 
must fix the price of all commodi- 
ties, declared James R. Howard, 
president of the National Transpor- 
tation Institute, in an address pre- 
pared for delivery here today before 
the Southwestern Business Congress. 

The public fears the possibility of 
Government price fixing, said How- 
ard, asserting it would result in a 
monopoly that would raise food 
prices excessively. 

“Recent price trends certainly in- 
dicate that the price of the ‘basic 
product is but a small factor in the 
determination of the price: of the 
purchased article,” he said. ‘‘An ar- 
bitrary price on wheat would be dis- 
astrous, unless all other prices were 
fixed on a definite relationship 
basis, and I do not know to whom 
we would be willing to entrust the 
fixing of all prices on all commodi- 
ties. 

“A more practical solution is co- 
operative marketing. It is a system 
that seeks to provide a stabilizing 
influence by the pooling of products 
and the marketing of them through 
a central selling organization. Co- 
operative marketing puts 
hands of the farmer a means of ex- 
ercising control over the movement 
and distribution of his product. The 
greater strides we make in market- 
ing, the greater will be the influ- 
ence of the farmer over the prices 
he receives for his product. 

“Co-operative marketing, or any 
other system of marketing, however, 
is not adequate in itself to guaran- 
tee the farmer a satisfactory return. 
The farmer can better his, income 
permanently only by building the in- 
come from his farm. Agriculture 
receives from other industries in 
proportion to what it gives in ex- 
change. Permanent incr@ase of

Clemency for both these men, A$ 
well as all the others of the Wich- 
ita group, was urged by Judge Pol- 
lock and Attorney Robertson last 
May, shortly before the President 
issued his conditional amnesty or- 
der. In his second letter, whith has 
just been made public here with his 
permission, Judge Pollock renews 
his appeal, saying that in his opin- 
ion there was no _ reason for the 
discrimination against Gallagher. 

He makes plain, moreover, that

Anthropomorphic Gods. 

One of the finest examples of early Greek 
skepticism was the discovery of Xenophanes 
that man created the gods in his own image. 
He looked about him, observed the current 
conceptions of the gods, compared those of 
different peopies, and reached the conclusion 
that the way in which a tribe pictured its 
gods was not the outcome of any knowledge of 
how they really icoked and whether they had 
black eyes or blue, but was a reflection of 
the familiarly human. [If the lions had gods 
they would have the shape of their worship- 
ers.

Heir to $40,000,000, He 


Chose Life of Adventure 
in Far North and African

NEW YORK. Oct. 11.—It was @ 


picturesque career—that of Paul J. | 


Rainey, hunter, explorer, sportsman, 


athlete and heir to $40,000,000—_ 


which came to an end recently on 
his forty-sixth birthday, as he was 
nearing an African port on his way 
to a plantation and game .spreserve 
he had carved out of the African 
jungle as a home for himself and 
sister, Mrs. Grace Rainey Rogers. 


He had followed perilous and spec- | 
tacular callings, beginning with dan- | 


gerous wild animal hunts in the 


Arotic country § and continuing | 


through lion hunts with Mississippi 
bear hounds and moving picture: | 
cameras—yet his death came peace- . 
fully by a stroke of paralysis. — 

It probably never will be known 
what motivated the adventuring ex- | 
peditions of Mr. Rainey—whether 
disappointments in love or an in- | 
born wanderlust and recklessness or 
a chance suggestion by some mem- 
ber of his social set—but the con- 
clusions he reached and his method 
of exploiting his adventures through 
the medium of the moving picture 
have established him as a figure te) 
be talked of by American children | 
for a long time and even in the, 
forgetful mind of the American pub- | 
lic he is sure to be remembered as 
a@ very great hunter, no doubt one of | 
the greatest hunters who has ever | 
gone out from America—as great a. 
hunter as his friend, Col. Roosevelt. | 

His Methods Unique. 

From Mr. Rainey's firet experi- 
menting until his last great hunting) 
expedition, his methods were unique. 
Col. Roosevelt had hunted with ri-| 
fles. Rifles were the most indispen- | 
sable articles of Col. Roosevelt's | 
eqgipment. But had Paul Rainey, 
lived in an age when the rifle could | 
not have been supplemented by mov- | 
ing picture cameras, he would peas 
ably have never made so great a) 
name for himself. | 

Bear hounds from Mississippi, | 
graceless, strong-boiled, lop- eared | 
hounds— identical in appearance 
with the old-fashioned ccon dog—} 
were trained by him to trail big) 
game; small terriers with high opin-. 
fons of tHeir fighting powers were | 
trained on his plantation at New Al- | 
bany, Miss., to attack great beasts | 
that might swallow the tefriers by | 
the half-dozen if they could catch. 
them. 

With these dogs and his cameras) 
Mr. Rainey and his party made sev- 
eral trips into the jungles of Africa, 
India and Borneo, capturing lions 
and tigers and elephants and hyenas, | 
killing them when they could not be | 
taken alive, and—most important of | 
all in hfs opinion—photographing 
the animals in their jungle lairs, , 
photographing them as they would 
charge toward his, camera, as they 
foucht among themselves, as they.

Tan down their prey. 


After he had taken these astonish- | 
ing photographs he brought them to 
America and Europe, showing them | 
in the moving picture theaters every- | 
where and attracting urchins, Kings. 
and Presidents to hfa lectures and | 
exhibitions. 

Investigated Cook Story. 

When Dr. Cook came back from 
the North with his optimistic report 
about the pole, Paul Rainey was the. 
first man notified by the claimant to 
the honors which now rest on Com-. 
modore Peary'’s brow. What else he. 
told him that {nspired Rainey to set. 
out for the North is not known, but | 
it followed that Harry Whitney of. 
New Haven, representative society 
man with whom young Rainey was 
intimately friendly, and Rainey 
equipped a vessel and set sail for, 
the uncharted Arctic regions in May 
of 1910. 

After the return of the Beothic, : 
Rainey's chartered ship, bringing 
with it the largest polar bear thet 
had ever been captured up to that 
time, and several other’ trophies, 
alive and dead, Mr. Rainey had this 
to say about “the Cook proofs’: 

“I had with me the Eskimo boy 
who is said to have gone to the pole 
with Cook. He only laughed when 
we asked him, and answered: ‘He 
lied like devil.’ ”’ 

When, in 1911, he set his mind up 
on an African trip. there was still 
more talk about a broken heart, but 
his friends by this time became rea- 
sonably confident that he had heen 
born with a wandering foot and a 
love of adventure, and gave little cre- 
dence to the rumors of romance. He 
went into the African jungles with 
dogs, lassoes and cameras anda 
brought back with him two years 
later the most startling and complete 
evidences of his adventures that any 
man has ever secured. 

He brought back one picture of a 
lion charging at 30 feet on his cam- 
era. Another phase of this nicture 
was at the moment the animal waa 
shot. Yet a great many of them were 
not killed, he brought back live dneci- 
mens of many varieties and In sev- 
eral zoos of the country now thera 
are animals captured bv Paul J. 
Rainey.
